HERE are some interesting statistics: 
The losses of the British in Egypt from 
July, 1882, to. March, 1884, according 
to the official figures, are as follows: 
Bombardment of Alexandria, 5 killed, 
27 wounded; Kassassin, 16 killed, 162 
wounded; Tel-el-Kebir, 76 killed, 387 
wounded; El Teb, 35 killed, 155 
‘wounded; Tamar, 108 killed, 116 
wounded; other skirmishes, 16 killed, 
168 wounded. Total, 255 killed and 915 
wounded. Of the wounded, 65 have 
died. Sickness carried off 871 and sent 
1,405 home to England. 


AN Important and encouraging dis-— 


| patch for our California fruit-growers 
appears in the Times this moroing. 


The meat of it is that in the matter of 
the foreign green-fruit businessa revo- 
lution is impending—a revolution that 
will result to our great advantage. 
The triumph of the orange in- 
dusiry of Southern California over 
foreign countries engaged in the sbip- 
ment of that feuit into the Atlantic 
States is confiden'ly predicted. Flor- 
ida, too, is in danger of. being pushed 
to the wall by California in the orange 
trade. Verily, the talk about the or- 
ange business being in danger of being 
overdone in Southern California is pre- 
mature. 


THE news from Luvndon and St. 
Petersburg continues warlike in tone. 
There is now apparently little hope of 
an amicable arrangement between the 
great conten(ling powers. Russia indi- 
cates no disposition to recall General 
Komaroff or to disvow his act in attack- 
ing and defeating the Afghans ai 
Penjdeh, which England’s ultimatum 
requires, or the bloody alternative of 
war. The Russian troops are on 
Afghah soil, and that fact constitutes, 
in Britain’s eyes, a deadly menace 
Which she is bound to resent with 
arms. Both powers continue war pre- 
parations with great vigor and activity. 
‘‘There is powder in the air.’’ 


In San Diego, too, there is trouble 
impending, on account of a depleted 
school exchequer. From the Union we 
learn that the funds of the city schools 
will be exhausted at the end of eight 
months’ teaching, and the term will 
then close, unless a special school tax is 
voted. A correspondent says: ‘The 
whole course of study is prepared for a 
term of ten months, and a city that 
talks of four daily newspapers and 
electric lights cannot afford to turn its 
children loose for four mouths.’’ The 
Union says editorially: ‘‘From relia- 
ble information received from the State 
Treasurer, the $375,000 in the Attorney 
General’s hands will be paid into the 
State Treasury between the Ist and 10th 
of June, and the portion due this county 
the county. 
school fund will receive between $5000 
and $6000 therefrom; and the State’s 
school fund apportionment will be paid 
to the County Treasurer by August ILst.’’ 
The railroad’s total indebtedness for 
taxes in Los Angeles

THE WAR CLOUD 


Almost Ready to Burst Over 
England and Russia. _ 


RUSSIAS ANSWER NOT SATISFACTORY. 


Ayoub Khan, the Deposed Ameer, Attempts 
to Join the Russians—He is Arrested 
by the Persian Authorities. 


Associated Press Dispatches to The Times. 

St. PererspuraG, April 11.—The Jour- 
nal de St. Petersburg, speaking evidently 
by official inspiration, comments upon re- 
cent government utterances in the British 
Parliament upon the Penjdeh incident as 
premature. They should have borne in 
mind that collisions such as that which 
occurred on the Kushk are always possi- 
ble in the presence of a violent and nn- 
disciplined Asiatic population. The war 
feeling Lere is overwhelmingly strong. 
The people are still enthusiastic over the 
news from Penjdeh, on the general as- 


sumption that Komaroff’s conduct had 
the Imperial approval. 

Lonpon, April 11.—In officiai circles it 
is believed that the latest communication 
from Russia on the Penjdeh incident has 
not in the least lessened the tension 'be- 
tween England and Russia. 

AYOUB KHAN’S ATTEMPTED ESCAPE. 

TEHERAN, April 11.—Ayoub Khan, ex- 
Ameer of Afghanistan, who has been re- 
siding here for some time on a pension of 
$1750 per month from the British govern- 
ment, has again tried to leave Persia for 
Afghanistan. Léarning from . letters 
which fell into his hands that the ex- 
Ameer was again planning an escape to 
Afghanistan, the British minister com- 
plainéd to the Shah. The latter arrested 
Ayoub, and has confined him in the 
citadel. Persian officiais have taken 
possession of Ayoub’s house. 

MILITARY ACTIVITY AT ODESSA. 
Lonpon, April 11.—T'wo men-of-war -be- 
longing to the Channel squadron, now at 
Kingstown, Ireland, have been ordered to 
Portsmouth to take torpedoes on board. 
It is reported that they will then proceed 
immediately to the Baltic. Advices from 
Odessa state there is great military activ- 
ity in that city. This is manifested not 
only by the garrison, but also by the other 
troops stationed there. Numerous bat- 
talions of Cossacks are reviewed every 
day. The garrison at Kertsch are enyaged 
night and day in hastening the completion 
of works at that point, and flouring mills 


} are worked at their full capacity in prep- 


aration of provisions. 

TURKEY WILL REMAIN NEUTRAL. 
BERLIN, April 11.—It is reported here 
that Turkey has decided, under Prince 
Bismarck’s advice, to remain neutral in 
the event of war between England and 
Russia. 
ENGLAND’S ULTIMATUM, 


Lonpon, April 11.—The war office is 
overwhelmed with offers of service sent in 
by army, militia, and volunteer officers. 
The recruiting offices in London and the 
provinces are daily besieged by men 
anxious to enter the military service. In 
view of the prospect of war with Russia 
suitable applicants are being accepted 
rapidly as can be arranged. Ail the Ad- 
mirals of the British navy have been no- 
tified to hold themselves in readiness for 
active service. A special injunction has 
been sent by the Admiralty to Vice-Ad- 
miral Lord Hays, commanding the British 
squadron in the ‘Mediterranean, to hold 
himself and _ fleet ready for ser- 
vice. A very determined position 
has been assumed by the English 
Government toward Russia  concern- 
ing the Penjdeh incident. The 
ministry, it appears, has been coerced by 
the aggressiveness of public oginion into 
a tardy but evidently determined attitude 
of pugnacity. At first Gladstone satisfied 
himself with demanding of Russia an ex- 
planation of Gen. Komaroff’s attack upon 
the Afghans. He felt sure, it is stated, 
that Russia was sincerely desirous of 
peace, and. would discountenance the 
action of the commander, no matter how 
thoroughly he might have represented the 
bellicose policy of the St. Petersburg war 
arty. But when the Czar answered that 
‘ would explain to England as 
soon as General Komaroff explained 
to him, the LBritish Premier was 
forced to conclude the Czar was trifling 
to gain time. To-day, therefore, Earl 
Granville, British Foreign Minister, ad- 
vised Baron de Staal, Russian Ambassa- 
dor to London, that the British govern- 
ment had decided that whatever the na- 
ture of the Russian explanation of Gen- 
eral Komaroti’s action might be, Great 
Britain would not allow any further dis- 
cussion concerning the delineation of the 
Atghan frontier to go on until the Russian 
troops have been withdrawn from their 
present outposts in the disputed terri- 
tory back to the positions which they oc- 
cupied at the time England appointed her 
part of the commission to adjust the 
Afghan frontier, As this was nearly a

England, Lord Graaville said, 
must refuse co accept Russia’s assurance

Degiers, Russian Prime Minister, through

Time is the great adjuster of human 
character. It israrely the case that 
those who exercise acontrolling in- 
fluence in national affairs are judged 
impartially and justly by the generation 
to which they belong. But as they 
recede from the stage of action, and 
appear upon the pages of history, it is 
possible for the world to estimate their 
,deeds and measure their character 
more fairly and with less prejudice. 

Itis not always an easy matter to 
anticipate correctly the verdict of 
history. Itis only in rare instances 
that-we do not encounter difficulties in 
such an attempt. But to-day the 
thoughts of the American people live 
almost as much in the past as in the 
present. The nation, with ears attent 
for every word of tidings from the sick 
chamber of its brave, beloved, patient, 
patriot soldier and general, goes back 
tenderly, tearfully and gratefully to the 
days when he led its armies, planned its 
campaigns, and by his clear foresight, 
calm determination and unerrivg com- 
mand won ior it the victory of peace. 
The shadows of death are settling about 
him, but beyond them we see clearly 
the light of undying fame. 


Jefferson Davis, it is said, is failing, 


and may be looked upon to-day as a 
dying man. Inthe lives of these two 
central figures in the history of, that 
contest between freedom. and slavery 


are contrasts that are antipodal, and 


between which history’ will -draw 
even wider lines than those that 
are recognized to-day. The contrast 
between them is being daily emphasized 
and more clearly perceived. Already 
we see the hand-writing of futurity 
upon the wall; We understand and 


can read the unerring verdict of the fu- 


ture. 


‘“‘Grant is dying!’’ There is not a 
loyal heart in the land that is not sad- 
From Maine to 
California, and from New England to 
the Gulf the wires as they flash the tid- 
ings from tne dying herd are watched 
with almost breathless suspense. The 
name of Grant is a household word, 
There is not a 
loyal family altar from which prayers 
have not been lifted in his behalf. Not 
a church or worshipping congregation 
that has not remembered the patient, 
heroic sufferer. The whole civilized 
world stands through its sympathies by 
his dying bedside. ‘‘God bless Gen- 
eral Graut!’’ is the utterance of Liberty 
everywhere to-day. 

But Jefferson Davis will’ pass away 
and the nation will feel no sense of 
loss. The student of history will read 
of him, but it will be with a feeling of 
thankfulness that his plans did not suc- 
ceed. He will study his plots and con - 
spiracies only to contrast them with 
those of Grant, the leader of our armies 
and the nation’s military savior; and 
as he studies the lives of these two 
men, with their widely contrasting 
deeds and influencée, his judgment wil! 
be just andtrue. The effort of Jeffer- 
son Davis to strike the death- 
blow at Liberty upon this ‘continent 
will meet the execration which it 
deserves, while the deeds of Ulysses 8. 
Grant, the exterminator of treason, the 
unconquered and unconquerable leader 
of loyal armies, the executive head of 
the nation during so many of the try- 


years of reconstruction, growing

MEXICO’S RIVAL VIRGINS. 


Troubles Over the Claims of Two 
“Mothers of God.”’ 


PRIESTS. PULQUE AND PLUNDERERS. 


Betsy and I Are Out on a More or Less 
Pious Pilgrimage to the Mecca of 
the Land of the Monte- 
zumas.

J8PECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
City oF Mexico, April 3.—Betsy 
and Il are enjoying the prond satisfac- 
tion of pilgrims returned from the Holy 
Land. We have been making a la- 
borious journey (on mule-back) to the 
shrine of the Virgin de los Remedios— 
the patruness of the Spaniards and rival 
of the Creole ‘‘Mother of God,’’ called 
Our Lady of Guadalupe. The first- 
mentioned Virgin was brought over by 
one of Cortez’s soldiers—a rude adven- 
turer whose name was Villafuerte. 
After the Conquerer had caused « gen- 
eral smash-up of heathen idols in the 
great Teocaili of the Aztec capital, and 
had purified that terrible temple of hu- 


man sacrifice by prayers and 
masses, he placed therein the im- 
age of the Virgin, beside 


a wooden crucifix; then, kneeling 
betore it with all his blood-stained 


army, (their hands still red with the 
murder of thousands of unoffending In- 
diaus) gave thanks to the Most High 
for such a-glorious victory over the 
superstitions of idolaters! 

On the day following the celebrated 
noche triste (sad night) when the in- 
vaders were driven from Tenochtitlan 
by the last despairing effort of the 
gallant Guatimotzin, the sacred image 
was hidden, so it is claimed, by Villa- 
fuerte. Atany rate, she disappeared, 
and nothing more was heard from her 
for haif acentury; until one day an 
Indian discovered her, perched in the 
heart of a huge maguey (century plant) 
on the top of a barren mountain. Her 
restoration was joyfully hailed by the 
Spaniards, who immediately procceded 
to build a church on 
spot mwhere she was found. 

A RETINUE OF PRIESTS 
was appointed to atteud the miraculous 
Virgin, her fame spread abroad, and 
gifts of enormous value came pouring 
in. It became necessary to appoint 
treasurers to take charge of her jewels; 
a camarista, 
fashionable lady, to superintend her 
wardrobe, and strong vaults were built 
in which to secure her constantly in- 
creasing stores of gold and silver. 
Soon it came to pass that no rich 
dowager could die in peace, under the 
influence of her priestly confessor, till 
she had bequeathed a portion of her 
fortune—or at least the biggest diamond 
in her possession—to Our Lady de los 
Remedios; and hundreds of fanatics 
purchased Heaven’s clemency by beg- 
garing their families to leave all their 
worldly goods to this Virgin. ) 

In seasons cf droughts he was brought 
down from her mouutain dwelling and 
carried in solemn procession through 
the streets. Oa those occasions the 
vice-king himself, bare-beaded and on 
foot, used to lead the train, while a pa- 
trician of highest rank drove the char- 
iot in which the image stood. In this 
manner, followed by. all the reverent 
people, the principal convents were 
visited, the Virgin being borne through 
the cloistered precincts in the midst of 
chanting priests and swinging censers, 
while all the nuns were ranged on their 
knees along the line of march, and the 
people waited silently without. 
It is related that the office of 
COACHMAN TO THE VIRGIN 
was eagerly sought, as the only possi- 
ble way by which ‘‘a horrid man’’ could

| ever get inside the convent walls: and 


many romantic tales are told of despair- 
ing lovers who thus gained one more 
glimpse of their dulcineas who had be- 
come as dead to the world within those 
saintly prisons. Whether plentiful rains 
followed these’ demoustrations history 
does not tells us; but doubtless they 
did, as ‘‘seed-time and harvest’’ never 
failed to appear in their respective sea- 
sons, whatever might have happened 
without the Virgin’s interposition. 

It came about in course of time, when 
the famous curate-—Miguel Hidalgo of 
Costilla—had raised for his revolution- 
ary standard an image o: the Creole 
Virgin of Guadalupe, that great rivalry 
arose between her and the Spanish Vir- 
gin, though—oddly enough—both were 
considered the ‘‘Mother of God.”’? Padre 


village to village, preaching a crusade 
against Spanish oppression, and incit- 


ing the Indians to rebellion, Though 
he had discarded the cuassock tor 
tne military cloak, he always 


wore au image of Our Lady of Guada- 
lupe suspended by a chain around his 
neck. After’ haranguing tbe peuple, 
he would suddenly break off, look down 
at his breast, and: address the image iu 
this fashion: ‘‘Holy Virgiu of Guada- 
lupe! Mary, Mother of God! Patrouess 
of Mexico! Behold our country, behold 
our wrongs, behold our _ sufferings! 
Dost thou not wish they should be 
changed? That we should be delivered 
from our tyrants? That we should be 
free? That we should slay the Gauchi- 
penus? That we should kill the 
Spaniards?”’ 

The image had a marble head, fast- 
ened to aspring, which he pulled by 
jerking at a cord concealed beneath his 
cloak; and as she responded with vip- 
orous nods to every interrogation, the 
effect was electrical. 

When poor Hidalgo was defeated and 
finally executed, the Virgin de los 
Remedios assisted in celebrating the 
victory, being dressed in the full mili- 
tary costume of a Spanish general, and 
carried about the streets of the capital— 
everywhere hailed as the patroness of 
Spain and conqueror of her other 
self—the Virgin of Guadalupe! A 
little later, when the Revolu- 
tionary army again triumphed, her 
General’s sash was boldly torn from her 
sacred form by a soldier of the opposi- 
tion, and the commanding officer sol- 
emuly 
MADE OUT HER PASSPOR 
as for a living person and ordered her 
to leave the country. She was, how- 
ever, again restored to the church on 
the mountain-top, though never to her 
older honors and emoluments. 

As long as Spain prospered in Mexico 
the Virgin de los Remedios and her 
priestly custodians never lacked for 
treasure; for whenever an officer in the 
service of the Spanish King achieved a 
victory, he went straight to make an of- 
fering at her shrine. But after Yturbide 
had ‘pronounced’ at Iguala (in 1821) 
and independence bec2me an accom- 
plished fact, the old war-cry of the dead 
Hidalgo—‘! Viva Nuestra Senora de 
(ruaddlupe!’’—was again the popular 
grito, and the other virgin sank into ob- 
scurity. 

The treeless mountain on _ which 
stands the shrine of Cortez’s idol, can 
be reached only bya tedious saddle- 
journey, neither cart nor carriage being 
procurable within many mules of that 
out-of-the-way spot. The difficult 
ascent must be made on foot, through 
ankle-deep dust, loose stones and limit- 
less cactii. The church is in no way 
remarkable in this land of quaint old 
sanctuaries, yet 1s a picturesque object 
in its gray and lofty solitude, sur- 
rounded by those singular trees which 
bear no leayes but shoot out bunches of 


scarlet flowers. The reverend padre, 
custodian of the place, stands at the 


a small donation to the church will in- 
duce him to reveal all its sacred treas- 
urés. 

Within a handsome alcove, about the 
altar of the main building, is 2 copy of 
the original Virgin de los Remedios, 
and those who have neglected the dona- 
tion aforesaid must perforce content 
themselves with gazing upon it. But 
we more worldly-wise sinners, who had 
applied the golden key, were conducted 
into an inner sanctuary, where, care— 
fully secluded from the vulgar gaze, 
within a splendid shrine beside acen- 
tury plant of solid silver, stands the 
identical Virgin broughi from Spain by 
Villafuerte more than three centuries 
and a half ago! 

Before he dared approach her the 
priest retired and donned his sacred 
robes, and knelt before the altar 
in solemn silence while he _ re- 
cited the credo and several interminable 
prayers. These preliminaries over, he 
mounted the steps, opened the shrine, 
knelt again and removed the treasured

+othic pile of buildings was the monas- 
tery, as majestic even in decay as the 
gray mountains behind it. Though the 
convents in Mexico are now all dis- 
mantled under the so-called ‘‘Liberai’’

‘Large as is the world, and varied as 
are its natural features, the history of 
the civilization of the human race had, 
until the last five centuries, been writ- 
ten almost entirely within the climatic 
belt which in the Eastern Continent 
lies between the 30th and 40th paral- 
Jels of north latitude, a belt of terri- 
tory averaging an irregular width of 
only fFom 500 to 700 miles. 

North of it for 2000 miles extended 
the broad plains of Europe and Asia. 
South of it for 4000 miles spread on 
and on tlie untraveled and untilled 
jands ot Africa. Yet civilization 
spread neither iato the one nor the 
other. North and South were alike 
given -up to barbarism, while, age 

after age, this narrow belt continued 
to hold all that was of value to the 
human race, and all that has served to 
make its history memorable. Within 
‘its boauds was the old race-home of 
the Indo-European, that master-man 
_of the world, in the highlands ot Cen- 
tral Asia. Within it lay a large por- 
tion of Asia Minor, Syria, and both

The: civilization 
which the Conquistadores overturned 
on the plateau of Mexico was in lati- 
tude 20 degrves north, yet its eleva- 
tion of over 7000 feet placed it by a 
law of heat climatically 
~ In the jatitude of 35 degrees north. 

Peru, in 15 degrees south, the seat 
of the powers and civilizations of the 

Incas, with an elevation of 10,000 feet, 

was climatically 35 degrees south. 

Within this climatic belt origin- 
ated the great civilization of. the 
world; its arts, its literatures and its 
religious. 
There must be a reason for this re- 
markable fact that a narrow belt, only 
| some 600 miles in width from north 
to suuth, a mere ribbon partly engird- 
ling the earth’s surface, should thus 
have been the starting point, and for 
thousands of years exclusively the 
home of all that the world deems of 
value in the upward progress of its 
civilization. There must be a reason. 
WHAT IS IT? 

I can best summarize the reason in 
these words: That within the climatic 
belt were comprised, more fully than 
elsewhere, the elements most favor-—

The result was the 
possibility of an out-door life which 
developed the) highest physical type 
of man, and made of mere existence a 
and a gladness. Taine, in his 
_ “History of English Literature,” in 
describing the gross bodies and slug- 
gish minds of the dwellers aout the 
shores of the North Sea, has graphic- 
filly depicted the effect upan a race.of 
the other extreme—an excess of mois- 
‘ture. The at times scanty and un- 


certain rainfall led to the development }- 


of systems -of irrigation aud the 
science of managing and utilizing 
water, so that man became in 4 meas- 
ure idependent of the uncertainties of 
scasons. 
Thus favored by nature, man within 
Peis climatic belt reached his highest 
jenta! and physical development, 

id, as I have before said, until 
withrn the last five centuries, all that 
the world most prizes, and has profited 
most by, whether in mechanics, in 
arts, in science, in literature, in law, 
or iu religion, originated within, and 
grew up within, this narrow climatic 
region. It was the legitimate work- 
_ing out of a- natural climatic law. 

I have, you will notice, all the 
while been limiting my statements by 


the phrase “until within the last five | 


centuries.” Why? There is a reason 
for this also. Within the last’ five 
centuries the climatic law which 
limited civilized man in his northward 
range has apparently been abrogated, 
and civilization, after thousands of 
years’ restriction to the climatic belt 
whose northern limit was about 40 
degrees of latitude, is now spreading 
in Europe as far north as 60 degrees. 
Why is the law, unbroken for thous- 
and of years, now at last broken? 
_ The reason is simply this: Within 
the last five centuries, with the ,rapid 
improvement in the mechanical arts, 
man has learned to battle successfully 
with cold. He-has learned to utilize 
) ‘the stored-up coal of the carboniferous 
‘era for warmth and power. He has 
| by this power been able to drain the 


* »marshes and the cold, wet soils of the 


north, mellowing them until they have 
been to furnish more certain 
retura of food for his labors. He has 
learned to warm his house and to

But at this point comes in an ap- 
parent break in the working of the 
While civilization has 
thus been developing twenty degrees 
north of its long-establised limit, 1t has, 
to a certain extent, been retrograding 
in its old home about the shores of 
the Mediterranean. 
cause for this also. 
may be satisfactorily traced to three 
causes, theslow, yet sure, deterioration 
of soil, with failing productiveness 
which has come from long-continued 
cropping without proper return of 
fertilizing materiai to the land. Rome, 
and the large cities bordering the 
Mediterranean, literally ate up the 
land tributgry tothem. The fertility 
of that garden of the ancient world, 
in the course of centuries, gradually 
drained through their sewers into the 
process was rendered more 
fatally sure by the heedless denuda- 
tion of the mountains of their forests, 
thus gradually drying up the sources 
of their water supply and leaving 
their plains dry and barren. 

A second cause of this failure of 
civilization, which at last came to the 
shores of the Mediterranean, is, no 
doubt, that slow race decay which 
sooner or later 
For na ions, like the indi- 
infancy, their 
youth, their manhood and then their 
oid age. The battlings and the con- 
flicts, during all these years, of the 
races about the borders of the Med- 
iterranean--Pheenician, Egyptian, Ty- 
Greek, Carthaginian, Roman,

A third reason brings into the dis- 
cussion a new feature not before men- 
tioned. For ages, until the close of 
the 15th century, the Mediterzanean 
had been the highway of the world’s 
From the time when, in 
the early dawn of history, the Tyrian 
merchants trafficked with their ships to 
Britain for tin, and the toiling caravan 
slowly wound its way over the sands 
of Syria to Damascus and the farther 
East, until the days when Venice 
grew rich upon the trade to the Indies, 
the world’s commerce . between the 
West and the East had to pass by this 
one channel, and the currents of life) 
were stirred in every seaport of the 
Mediterranean. 

But with the discovery of a. water 
route to the Indiesin the 15th century, 
by doubling the Cape of Good Hope, 
trade left its old chanaels, and upon 
the shores of the Mediterranean set- 
tled like a blight that slow decay 
which, after four centuries, is only 
now partially lifting since the con- 
struction of the Suez Canal. 

The facts which I have given, with 
the additional fact that the growth of 
civilization in Northern Europe has 
been in a new and young blood, ex- 
plain why civilization, as it decayed in 
its natural climatic home, developed 
in the less favorable climate of the 
North, and the law remains unbroken 
—that the natural home of civiliza- 
tion, the portion cf the earth’s surface 
‘in which it finds the elements most 
favorable to its development, and in 
which we may with reason look for its 
highest type, is that climatic belt:

And now to apply the lesson 
all to the Western Continent; for from 
this time on the history of civilization 
lies largely upon this side of the ocean. 
The counterpart, the anulogue, uf 
the chmatic belt which I have been 
describing in the Eastern Continent 
is found also in .America, but is less 
regular in outline. That warm, salu- 
brious, comparatively rainless region 
does not exist upon the Atlantic Coast, 
nor in the valley of the Mississippi. 
The 40th parallel there touches a win- 
ter temperature often many degrees 
below zero, while life becomes, as in 
Northern Europe, a battle with nature. 
The 30th paraliel, on the other extreme, 
has the debilitating heats and the 
reeking moisture of the Gulf of Mexi- 
co, and the Gulf Stream, with the fre- 
quently recurring epidemics of yellow 
fever, and the ever-present effects of 
malaria; and life is still an unceasing 
struggle with nature.

We have found that it was not a 
matter of chince that the climatic belt | 
which I have described saw the birth 
and the development of civilization in 
the old world. No truth in the phil- 
osophy of history is better established 
than this—that there 1s no such thing 
as chance in the development of the 
liuman race. It is a question solely 
of the law of cause and effect. 
Civilization originated and reached 
its highest development in that es- 
pecial belt,rather than either north or 
south of it, under the working of the 
same law which decides the habitat 
of a plant, namely, that there is found, 
more fully than elsewhere, the cli- 
matic surroundings most favorable to 
the workings of its law of existence. 
What these surroundings were I have 
shown. 

Another fact we have found—that 
here upon the Pacific coast of the 
Western continent, and in the great 
inland plateaus, exists a counterpart 
of that climatic belt of civilization of. 
the old world, having the same cli- 
matic characteristics, the same physi- 
cal features, the same productions. 

What, then, have we a logical right 
toinfer? Isit not that the law wiil 
again hold good, that the same cause 
will again produce the same result, 
and that here also civilization will 
again develop into its highest: type? 
For thus again becomes pussible that 
temperate, abstemious old Greek life 
lived two thousand years ago, by the 
shores of the Egean, with its high 
mental and obysical culture; that 
olden life which gave birth alike to 
the athlete of the Olympic games, to 
the keen logic of Plato and to the 
tragedies of .Eschyius and Sophocies. 
It was a life which the world does not 
willingly forget, but still, after all 
these twenty centuries, lingers over, 
and dreams about, as one to whom in 
the midst of his toil comes floating up 
a memory of the sweetness of some 
far-off day in June. The asphodels of 
that old Greek shore are still bloom- 
ing in the heart of the world, ana it 
turns to them again’ and again, and 
cannot forget. 

In tracing the causes of the decay 
which came to that civilization about 
the shores of the Mediterranean 1 
spoke of the wearing out of soil and 
the deterioration of race through age. 
‘Neither of these has come to us as yet. 
We have an unworn soil, such as they 
possessed three thousand years ago, 
and we bring a new, young, vigorous 
blood to the land. The time will 
probably come to us also when blood 
and soil alike shall grow old, and 
civilization shall again move on to 
other lands, leaving this worn and 
desolate, for history.ever repeats 
itself; but the time is not yet. The 
manhood of the race in this new land 
is first to be lived, and it isof this we 
speak. 

Another thought. In that climatic 
belt of civilization in the old. world 
the commingling of races was varied 
and unceasing, and, as with all mixed 
bloods, the problem of civilization 
became correspondingly complicated 
and the results less satisfactory. 7 

Even from the dawning of history 
it was a battle-ground over which first 
one race and then another held do- 
minion. From the days when the 
war chariots of Rameses Mei-Amoun 
drove out through the hundred gates 
of Thebes against the hated men of 
the north, on down past the days of 
Cambyses, of Darius, of Alexander, of 
Hapnibal, of Cesar, of Alaric, of 
Mohammed, and on, race after race 
battled for mastery over its fair lands. 
Here in the analagous climatic belt of 
America the problem issimple. The 
old Aztec civilization was extin- 
guished by the Latin, and has van- 
ished utterly. The Latin in turn is 
yielding to the Anglo-American. 
There is no rival race. So far as we 
can read the future the control of the 


land lies in the hands of this English- 


speaking man. By law of climatic 
fitness, by power of his stronger vi- 
tality and his younger blood, and by 
power of that race-faith 1n itself which 
of all bloods inthe world the Mus- 
covite and. the American most feel, 


valiey of Mexico must be the heritage 
of this English-speaking man. His 
flag must wave over its soil, his rail- 
roads must track its long leagues, his 
speech must give voiee toits thoughts. 
It is the destiny of the race. 

* Yet in the fruitage of that destiny 
lies the possibility of a failure. Will 
this man of Anglo-American blood 
keep his blood pure? History has in 
it no more impressive lesson than this, 
none which it more persistently 
teaches—that the bighest types of civ- 
ilization are developed only by races 
of pure blood. | 

The Egyptian, in the days when he 
built the Pyramids and held in his 
keeping the civilization of the world, 
was a mau of pure blood—this, the 
man of whom Solon told, the mun to 
whom thé Greeks were but as chil- 
dren. 

Yet, as ages went by, the race that 
planned the Pyramids, by constant ad- 
mixture with inferior bloods, became 
not merely slaves but the slaves of 
slaves; and civilization passed on to 
a purer blood, that upon the plains of 
the Euphrates, only again to be lost in 
the mixing of bloods which came to 
that old Assyrian race. 

Then for a while civilization came 
and dwelt with that older Greek, tlie 
man who sang the epic of the Iliad. 
and reared the Parthenon, and who 
gave to the world the picture of a life 
so exquisitely beautiful that 2000 
years have only brightened the colors. 
But it wis the old tale over again. 
The blood of Homer, of Phidias, of 
Pericles, was smothered in the admix- 
ture with the Helots who tilled the 
fields; and modern Greece offers to 
the world as its representatives a beg- 
guar and a brigand. | 


Rome told the same tale. The 
master of the world remained its 
master until the blood of the Latin, 
debased by admixture with every sub- 
ject race from the Euphrates to the 
Pillars of Hercules, lost its vitality, 
and Southern Europe sank into a 
darkness so deep that a thousand 
years scarcely lifted the cloud.

Japan to succeed John A. Bingham, of 
Ohio, who was appointed in 1873, is 
by birth a Georgian, but has made 
Texas his place of residence for many 
years past. He was elected Lieuten- 
ant-Governor of the Lone Star State in 
December, 1873, ana re-elected in Feb- 
ruary, 1876, becoming Govervor in 
December, 1877, by the election of 
Governor Coke to the United States 
Senate. He was, however, defeated ir 


the State Convention as a candidate 
for renomination in 1878. During his 
term of office serious troubles occurred 
in the State over the salt lakes near El 
Paso, during which several conflicts 
between the militia and populace took 
place, and which compelled Hubbard 
to appeal to the authorities at Wash- 
ington for military assistance. In 1880 
he assumed the leadership of the Texas 
delegation in the National Convention. 
He was a dele-ate and the temporary 
chairman in the Convention of 1884. 
Mr. Hubbard is an eloquent speaker, 
and is endowed with great physical as 
well as intellectual vigor. His voice 
is clear and musical. Previous to his 
election as Lieutenant-Governor, Mr. 
Huobard had served several times in 
the State Legislature. He also filled 
the office of United ptates District At- 
torney in Texas for several years be- 
fore the war, in which he allied him- 
self with the Southern Confederacy. 
He has been enthusiastically sup- 
ported by the ‘Texas Democracy for 
suitable recognition at the hands of 
the present administration, and it was 
their expectation that he would be 
appointed Minister to Mexico. He is 
about 52 years of age, and. until his 
appointment as Minister to Japan was 
engaged in the practice of his pro- 
fession as alawyer. The salary of the 
position to which he has been ap- 
pointed is $12,000 per annum.

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How the Son of Philip Conquered 


the World. 


MORE’ ABOUT ALEXANDER OF MACEDON. | 


His Wise Beginnings as 3 Ruler—Punishing 


the Rebellion in Thebes —Assail- 
ing Asia. 


We left Alexander last week a new- 
made king—a boy king—he was be~ 
tween nineteen and twenty years old, 
but the people were very proud of 
him for he talked and acted like a wise 
and thoughtful man. 
and punished those who were suspected. 
of having planned his father’s murder. 
Then he did another thing which was 
very wise, he kept the oid men who 
had been his father’s counselors to ad- 
vise him in the government of his 
kingdom. 
As soon as the affairs of his own 
kingdom were all settled, and his au- 
thority fully established over the dif- 
ferent states and nations that com- 
posed the kingdom that he governed,, 
Alexander began to think of conquer- 
ing other nations, as his father had 


done. He wanted to be king of all 
the wide worla, so he was not content 
to enjoy the power that he already 
possessed, but he busied himself with 
planing great expeditions and con- 
But he had a good many bat- 
tles to fight with the people whom 
Philip had conquered before he could 
make any foreign conquests. 
the most important of these battles 
was one with the people of Thebes. 
Tbis city was built on sti elevated 
plain away to the north of Athens and 
Corinth, those famous cities which 
have been known for centuries. Athens 
was renouned as the seat of literature, 
philosophy and art, and was the cen- 
ter of attraction for all the civilized 
nations of the-world. Corinth was a 
city of beauty, of gayety and splendor. 
It was built on the isthmus, and on 
two sides of it was the greatsea. Rich 
people, who were fond of pleasure and 
luxury, built their homes there. They 
only lived to have a good time. This 
was all that they cared for. 
Thebes also was a very wealthy and 
powerful city, and had been celebrated 
as the birthplace of some of the great- 
est men of those olden times, among 
whom was the poet Pindas.

Alexander had gone some time before 
these things happened, with a great 
army to subdue the barbarian nations 
at the north beyond the mountains and 
on the other side of the wide river 
Danube, and the Thebans had heard 
tliat he had been killed, and you can 
imagine how surprised and frightened 
they must have been when one day, 
soon after they had laid siege to the 
citadel and were trying to starve its 
soldiers to surrender, they heard that 
the Macedonian army was just at hand 
with the conquering hero Alexander at 
its head. They were. afraid of him, 
for he was already a renowned and 
successful warrior, and undoubtedly 
they were sorry that they had dared to 
rebel against his authority.

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SISTERS’ HOSPITAL. 


A New and Valuable Institution 
| Nearly Completed. 


THE TOTAL COST WILL REACH $110,000- 


Description of Exterior and Interior of the 
Hundred Patients—When it 
Will Be Opened. 


- Los Angeles is about to have added to 
its rapidly increasing béneficiary insti- 


and which will be of great and per- 
manent value. The reputation of this 
valley as a health-resort has spread all 
over the world, and every winter thou- 
sands of persons in delicate health come 
to this section, hoping to gain a new 
lease of life. It is asad thing to leave 
home and old associations for a resi- 
dence in a new and strange land, even 
when one is well and strong; but 
to the invalid it is doubly painful. His 
medical advisers tell him that if he 
would prolong his life he must seek a 
warmer climate; and he comes to 
Southern California, feeble and lonely, 
only tc find that he must take up his 
quarters in some hotel or boarding- 
house, where his presence is oiten 
by no means’ welcome. The need of 
A LARGE HOSPITAL, 
supplied with all modern improdve- 
ments, and able tg accommodate patients 
iu all conditions of sickness, has long 
been felt, and when about a year ago 
the TIMEs announced that the Catholics 
of this country would erect a fine buiid- 
ing, not to cost less than $80,000, there 
was a general expression of approval. 
Itis useless to disguise the fact that 
many persons were beginning tu com- 
plain that the religious denominations 
of Los Angeles were paying a)together 
too much attention to the question 
which should have the largest church 
or the largest pipe organ, and forgetting 
the fact that many poor and sick per- 
gons in our midst were suffering for 
proper care and medical attendance. 
The Catholics have taken the lead in 
the matter, and there is some reason to 
believe that the Protestants will soon 
follow suit. | 
LOCATION OF THE NEW HOSPITAL, 

The new hospital is a massive brick 
stracture, located north of town on 
what is known as Beaudry Park. The 
Park, which isa small knoll of some 
ten acres, was planted with beautiful 
citrus and ornamental trees some 
twelve years ago by Mr. P. Beaudry 
and has always been admired for its 
great beauty. The hospital covers an 
acre of ground, and from an architec- 
tural standpoint is a remarkably hand- 
some building. It appears to very good 
advantage from any of the numerous 
points by which Los Angeles is entered, 
and hes not that grim and dreary as- 
pect which is generally associated with 
a public hospital. The wiew from every 
portion of the building is also very fine. 
The growing city spreads out east and 
west with all its bustle and activity, and 
farther on comes the dark green of the 
orange groves with the brighter color of 
the vineyards, which are just beginning 
to put on their summer foliage. The: 
valley can be seen for from thirty to 
forty miles south and east, and on clear 
days the ocean ‘plainly appears. The 
mountains in the rear, with their rugged 
peaks and snow-clad summits add, com- 
pleteness tothe scene. The great ad- 
vantage of the location is apparent to 
all whe have had the care ot the sick. 
Too many:of the great hospitals of the 
country are located on flats where there 
is nothing to diversify the scenery, and 
the invalid, of all persons,.is most af- 
fected by his surroundings. 

DESCRIPTION OF THE BUILDING. 

The dimensions of the hospital are 225 
feet front by 125 feet deep. There are 
four towers 56 feet in height and one 
centraltower 75 feet in height. The 
walls are all of brick. In the basement 
there is a servants’ waiting-room, a 
kitchen with a large range,a pantry, a 
servants’ dining-room and a fuel room. 
All the floors of these apartments are of 
brick. There aretobe 

THREE ELEVATORs, 

all ranning from bottom to top, one for 
food, one for fuel, and one for the per- 
sonal use of residents. The last-named 
elevator will be a large Hinkle, and 
will be so arranged that if any patient 
arrives at the institution in a stretcher 
and unable to walk, he can be spared 
the jolting which would necessarily re- 
sult from’ his being carried up stairs. 
The elevator will be large enough to 
admit a whole bed, and the patient can 
be carried to each floor with a motion 
which he will scarcely feel. 

FIRST FLOOR. | 

The first floor is largely divided into 
private rooms and wards. The total 
number of wards in the building is six, 
‘and the total number of private rooms 
sixty, making altogether accommoda- 
tions for 200 patients. Each floor has a 
dining-room for convalescent patients, 
which will be light, airy and pleasant. 
The wards are well arranged as regards 
lighting and heating, and each private 
room is provided with a fireplace, a 
marble mantel-piece and gas lights. 
The Sisters have a large parlor, or as 
they term it, community room, on the 
first floor. It is very pleasantly located. 

_ PROTECTION AGAINST FIBE. 

All the floors are dovbled. First 
comes a rough floor, then a thick layer 
of mortar, and finally a well finished top 
floor. There are four fire hydrants, 
each provided with hose on every floor, 
and three tanks near the roof will al- 
ways be kept full of water. | 

| THE GREAT HALL. | | 
' .The great main hall of the building is 
225 feet in length, and runs entirely 
across the central portion of the build- 
ing and across both wings. It 1s di-- 
vided by six brick arches, and at. each 
end there is a spacious bay-window. It 
will make a splendid promenade for 
convalescent patients. 
OTHEK INTERIOR ARRANGEMENTS. 

There are six bath-rooms on each 
floor, and on the first floor are located 
spacious ladies’ and gentlemen’s par- 
lors, a reception room, the physician’s 
office and the ‘pliarmacy. These rooms 
are mainly located in the southern por- 
tion of the building. The dimensions 
of the best private rooms are 16x12 
feet, and of the medium-sized rooms 
14x14 feet. All classes of patients, will 
be able to find good accommodations, 
either in the wards, or, if they prefer it, 
in private rooms. .There are four 
flights of stairs leading from basement 
to attic. The west wing of the building 
is three stories in height, and the re- 
mainder-two stories. ‘Jn the third story 
is an apartment which will be used as a 
clinical lecture room for medical stu- 
dents, who will also be able to view 
operations performed upon patients. 

A CHAPEL, | 

Arrangements are being made to build 
a chapel on the north side, the dimen- 
sions of which will be 40x50 feet. A 
large cistern is also being constructed, 
so that the winter water may be stored. 

CARE OF THE PATIENTS. | 

The whole care of the patients will 
be in the hands of the Sisters of Char- 
ity, an order which is known all over 
the world for its good works. The 
charges will be very moderate, and for 
nrany of the patients, doubtless, the ex- 
pense will far exceed the receipts. On 
the other hand wealthy patients will be 
able to secure luxurious apartments 
with even better facilities for medical 
treatment than they could secure in 
their own homes. eas 

The construction of the building was 
commenced in August, 1884, and the 
building will be completed and ready 
for occupancy the first week in June. 
The total cost will reach $110,000. Ky- 
sor and Morgan are the architects: As 
a public institution it is without an 
equal south of 3an Francisco.

AN $8000 CONFLAGRATION. 


on Fort street Last 
| Night. 
At two minutes to $8 o’clock last 
evening the atiention of the casual 
thropgs on Spring and Main streets 
was caught by a sudden outburst of red 
light upon the hill, and a general rush 
took place thither. Before any of tnem 
could get up Temple street to Fort, the 
whole sky was bright, and it was plain 
that a big fire was in progress. The 
house No. 217 North Fort street, owned 
and occupied by Mrs. Joseph Mullally, 
was the scene of diaster, and the place 
was soon surrounded by an immense 
crowd, while the fire department arrived 
as soon as could have been expected, 
considering the absence of any fire 
alarm system and the difficulties of the 
hill. Bat little water. was obtainable at 
first, and it was misdirected. Before 


any fireman was near it, No. 217 was 
gone beyond possible help, and all 
efforts should have been directed to

saviD the houses next it on 
eithe¥ side. Unfortuuately this was 
not done. No. 219, occupied 
by Mrs. I. W. Lord, was separ- 


ated from No. 217 by a very narrow 
space. At 8:05 No. 219 caught fire, and 
was permitted to burn almost unmo- 
lested. The hose was once dragged 
upon its roof, but immediately pulled 
down again. Not until 8:27 was a ra- 
tional attempt made to save this build- 
ing, then seriously damaged, all the 
water being thrown into the hopeless 
sheil of 217, save a little diverted to the 
boarding house on the corner. There 
was no need that the second building 
should be injured at all beyond a blister- 
ing of its paint. The fire in 217 was 
first.discovered by neighbors, but was 
already beyond control. No one was 
in either house at the time, Mrs. Lord 
and Mrs. Mullally having gone to drive.’ 
Virgil M. Chapman, of Plymouth, Ind., 
was rooming in Mrs. Mullally’s honse, 
but had gone out about fifteen minutes 
before the fire was discovered.. He 
states that coal-oil lamps were burning 
down stairs and. thinks one prob- 
‘ably exploded. Mrs. Mullally agrees. 
with this theory of the fire’s origin. 
None of the contents of 217 could be 
removed. Mr. Chapman lost his cloth- 
ing, valued at $75. Mrs. Humble, a 
dressmaker, had removed the day be- 
fore, andthuseseaped. Mrs. Mullally’s 
house and its contents are a total loss; 
damage about $7000. She is not cer- 
tain as to the amount of insurance, but 
it was reported last night that she had 
a policy of $4700 in the Hartford Insur- 
ance Company. A 

The house No. 219, which was dam 
aged at least $1000 worth by fire and 
water, was formerly owned by Mrs. I. 
W. Lord, who still occupied it; but was 
sold by her last fall to Miss Jcsephine 
P. Sailer, of Denver. Miss Sailer was 
here a few days ago, but had returned to 
Denver. The house was insured, but to 
what amount is not known. All the con- 
tents were saved. Mrs. Mullally and Mrs. 
Lord were both on the point of moving. 
Mrs. Locke’s boarding house, near the 
northwest corner of Temple and Fort, 
also owned by Mrs. Mullally, caught 
fire several times, but was saved largely 
by the exertions of Octavius Morgan 
and others, who kept the roof wet down. 
It was a close call, however, and so cer- 
tain did it seem that this house would 
go, that they began to move out. 

The boys of the department worked 
like tigers, and what has beén said in 
criticism is not aimed at them. The 
defect which this fire again made pain- 
fully apparent, is the lack of efficient 
and recognized leadership. There 
seemed to be no direction, and the 
scene degenerated into a pandemonium, 
while the great crowd stood by and 
jeered. 

During the height of the fire, Po- 
lice Captain Wm. Stoermer, Martin 
Aguirre and Fred Stoermer..nozzlemen 
of the Twos, were holding their hase in 
the narrow passage between the two 
burning houses. A _ falling timber 
struck ali three. His companions es- 


caped with bruises and wrenches, but | 


Captain Stoermer was bruised on head, 
arm and ribs, and had _ his right ankle 
dislocated. He was taken to his home 
and attended by Dr. Gillingham.
